NE of the surprises of the 

year is the bankruptcy of 
Noah Beery, screen luminary and 
basso profundo. A Los Angeles 
doctor sued the “perfect villain” 
for $2,000—a bill lohg in arrears. 
Beery wrote the judge that he 
hadn’t enough money to pay 
either a lawyer or a stenograph- 
er. So goes the world. 

About twenty-six years ago the 
actor was “‘between roles,’ which 
means he did not have any job. 
His baby was desperately ill and 
had to be taken to a hospital. 
With the help of specialists and 
nurses the baby was saved. Beery 
was confrcnted with a bill of 
$8,006. He said he would get the 
money and that is how one great 
screen career began. 

Primarily q singer, he landed 
in Los Angeles without a penny. 
H2 sold a suit of clothes for two 
Gollars and received $20 as an 
extra in “Joan of Arc”’ Those 
were the days of silent films. but 
nevertheless within a year Beery 
paid off the $8.000-and continued 
on to amasg a fortune affluent 


enough to provide for a $125,000 
house and a private trout brook. 

The actor’s life has been a 
series of ups and downs. He was 
originally a Missouri farm boy 
with a yearning for the theater. 
At fou.teen he was working as 
a candy butcher in a theater, 
bellowing on behalf of his wares 
between acts. This may have had 
scmething to do with the devel- 
opment of that strong voice 
which has rung through so many 
films since they have acquired 
sound. At least, the voice first 
got him recognition, for he sang 
in itinerant opera, companies and 
finally landed as a speaking actor 
under the management of: Wil- 
liam A. Brady in New York. 

Along with his brother, Wal- 
lace, he was one of the reat 
pioneers of the picture industry, 
when it was considered fun to 
throw a pie in somebody’s face. 
It is somewhat difficult to think 
of Noah Beery as permanently on 
the rocks, and it uid not sur- 
prise us in the le#st if he came 
up with a stunning role in some 
forthcoming film.
